Rare Bird In These Parts 
“White Heron’ Visits Bobcaygeon 


“Looking oub over his marsh 
one morning las, week, Mr. N. 
R, Pilcher was surprised to see 
a large ‘white heron” wading 
around the edge of his pond 
near Bobcaygeon. He at once 
identified the bird as being an 
American egret, a rare bird this 
far north." 

Telling more about this unus- 
ual visitor to the district, the 
Dept. of Lands and Forests 
writes in its weekly bulletin: 

“A member of the heron fam- 
ily, egrets stand about three feet 
high. Their plumage is snowy 


white, They haye yellow bills 
and black legs and feet. 
_ "Bhot almost to extinction 
some years ago by plume hunt- 
--ers, it was only through rigid 
Jaw enforcement that the few 
birds were able to survive, and 
the species saved from total de- 
struction, At nesting time eg- 
rets bear a magnificent train 
of long plumes from their backs, 
and these plumes were in great 
demand for the millinery trade 
to decorate ladies’ hats. For 
several years egrets were shot 
unmercilfully at their nesting 


rookeries, when hen trying to feed 
their young, They were so yul- 
nerable to the gun at this time 
that in most cases every adult 
egret in a rookery would be shot 
and their young left to starve. 
However, after being protected 
for a few years, egrets have 
made a wonderful recovery, and 
numbers of these magnificent 
birds can be seen throughout 
the marshes and everglades of 
Riorida and other southern 
states, where they once more 
congregate to form rookeries 
nest in high cypress trees.”

SHOULDN'T HAPPEN IN CANADA 


Many people in this part of the country seem to be 
in disagreement with the “closure” policy prerogative 
handed method of forcing through the natural gas pipe- 
line bill by a show of strength which left opposition 
forces powerless to delay its passage. But, if they are 
in disagreement with the “closure” policy prerogrative 
adopted by the government in terminating debate and 
railroading through the bill before the public had a 
chance to learn all the facts, they are also seriously con- 
cerned with the behaviour of men who are sent to Ot- 
tawa to act as parliamentarians. The fact that several 
members of reigning and opposition forces at times got 
completely out of hand and were not effectively controll- 
ed, set a bad example, left a bad impression and causes 
people to wonder why stern action wasn’t taken in in- 
sisting on dignified parliamentary procedure being ad- 
hered to. True, Prime Minister St. Laurent did conduct 
himself in a way becoming a parliamentarian, but as a 
leader he should have insisted that those of his followers 
behaved themselves and appealed for aid, if necessary, 
in enforcing orderly behaviour in parliament. 

There have been occasions in the past when delega- 
tions from the ranks of various groups of Canadians, 
from school children up, have visited Ottawa to see how 
parliament is conducted. It is fortunate they were 
spared the spectacle which the pipeline brawl has pro- 
vided. Conduct such as has been exhibited in Ottawa 
during the past few days is tinged with dictatorship and 
rabble-rousing. 

It is, of course, becoming increasingly apparent that 
the government is numerically too strong for the good of 
the country. Any opposition, no matter how sincere 
and well-intentioned, has little hope of debating major 
issues satisfactorily if such a powerful camp decides it 
is not in their party’s best interests. A more powerful 
opposition would have a deterring effect on the adminis- 
tration and on itself. Where the competition is keen on 
both sides and a little loss of face can be disastrous pol- 
itically, there we are apt to find conduct which is cir- 
cumspect. 

In the meantime parliamentary Ottawa has given 
Canada a very black-eye to which all parties contributed. 
We cannot recall of any member having roundly cen- 
sured the behaviour of those boisterously involved in 
the pipeline debate.

CAPSULES 


At Monday’s meeting of Lindsay's 
Council, several important items 
were brought before the members 
for discussion, some of which are as 
follows: 

RESIGNATIONS 

Council accepted the resignation 
of Recreation Director J. R. Lamb 
and agreed to advertise locally and 
in Toronto for a replacement, since 
Alderman Found said he had reason 
to believe there would be difficulty 
in trying to obtain someone locally.

PETITIONS

section of George St. requesting re- | 
paving of the street, and from resi- 
dents of Melbourne St. requesting | 
repaving of 268 feet of sidewalk. It 
was turned over to the engineer for | 
a cost estimate. 

WELCOME MANAGER 

Mayor A. E. Hick extended the} 
welcome of the town to Mr. Edgar 
May, secretary-manager of the 
Chamber of Commerce, who was in 
attendance at the Council meeting. 
Mr. May told Council that he is 
looking forward to working closely 
with the Chamber and the men be- 
hind it. 


BY-LAWS 

Council gave the first reading to 
by-law 2528 for the issuing of de- 
bentures to the amount of $59,347.50 
for local improvements, specifically 
the paving of Colborne St. E, from 
St. George St. to Verulam Rd. and 
the Installation of a sanitary sewer 
along the same route.

The heronry, one of nine known 
neronries in Ontario, is located on 
the Hugh Rogers furm about one 
mile north of the Little Britain 
Road, and, according to Mr, Fair- 
field, is a most /amazing thing to 
witness at nesting time In the case 
at hand, the herons have built some 
47 nests high in four large elm 
trees, about 60 fee! up from the 
ground, He estimated that there 
were about 39 adult herons nesting 
in the trees, and these beautiful 
birds would take wing and circle 
sroung their trees whenever a hu- 
man was evident near at hand. 

He said the herons make consider- 
able noise all the time, and he 
cautioneq that they can actually 
pecome dangerous if angered, Mr. 
Fairfield sald he hac witnessed a 
heron put its beak right through 
a boat paddle, 

As far as spectators are concerned 
Mr. Fairfield says humans can come 
quite close to the heronry if they 
remain quiet, and the birds will 
provide quite an interesting sight. 

He said that herons return each 
year to the same site to nest, and 
that the only other nearby heronry 
is on the Otonabee river near 
Peterborough. 

A long time resident of Mariposa 
‘ownship — Miss Lillie Dobson of 
Oakwood — recalls that years ago 
there used to be a heronry in the 
same vicinity. 

Game Overseers from Lindsay 
have visited the scene of the newest 
find and report considerable in- 
terest The nests can be seen (at 
least until the leaves are fully out) 
from the road running between 
Little Britain and Oakwood (look 
east just above the first concession 
line north of Little Britain) and 
from this concession line about a 
quarter-mile east of the Little 
Britain Oakwood county road. 
Occasionally one of the big birds will 
be seen soaring over the nesting 
site

It has been a long time since Lindsay had a band 
which could turn in a performance to equal that of the 
Kinsmen’s Boys’ and Girls’ Band on parade last night.

Tt doesn’t matter what date it is or which flowers 
are in bloom or whether the garden is planted, when 
you hear a house wren spilling bis heart in midmorning 
song or a wood thrush singing that lovely contralto 
vesper at dusk you know the world is all right. Things 
are in order. Nothing of deep natural consequence can 
be wholly wrong. 

You listen, and you look, and something deep inside 
responds.

You hear the robins, 
early and at noon and in the evening. You hear the 
orioles, with their varied song. Dark, and you hear the 
whippoorwills, some of them so close you can even hear 
the faint “uh’’ before the first note of the call. Then a 
moon just a few days past the full rises in the east. 

If you live on the water, a stream or a lake, late af- 

ternoon and evening are the times for the swallows to 
be putting on their aerial circus. What is more grace- 
ful than a swallow in the air? And what other birds 
seem to have such a sense of play? They are busy 
_catching a meal, feeding on the insects that rise from 
the banks or the surface of the water, but they play tag 
or follow the leader, or some game, and seem to get 
childlike enjoyment. 

Even the crows and the jays are caught up in the 
season, less raucous, more graceful, more in tune with 
the days. Their complaints are over. And so are ours, 
for a few warm days, atleast. When the world can sing 
like this, the heart-can't hold back. It's good to be alive 
and sentient, —New York Times.

LOSS FROM CARELESS SMOKING 

Smokers, men and women, should take note of the 
fact that of 2,559 fires in Toronto last year, 553 were 
caused by careless smoking. This was by far the great- 
est cause of fire. In one instance, a cigarette butt, 
carelessly tossed aside, commenced a fire which caus- 
ed the death of three persons, 

Fire Chief Leigh’s annual report for 1955 shows 
that, after careless smoking, the next main causes of 
fire were electric appliances and motors, oil burners, 
children with matches, gases and defective electric wir- 
ing. Children with matches accounted for 197 fires; 
defective wiring for 182. 

Loss by fire amounted to nearly $3,000,000. 
three lives, 

It is an appalling record, and careless smoking was 
mainly responsible. 

The menace of careless smoking will be greater in 
the next few months when, with finer weather, woods 
and forests are dry and easily kindled. 

A little thought, a little care, will save lives and 
great damage. —The Telegram

HIS LIFE BEGAN AT FORTY 

,A fortnight ago Dr. Judah David Hisenstein died in 
New York at the age of 101. He was a patriarch of the 
Jewish community of America by reason not of his years 
but of his works. He was a remarkable example of a 
noted Jewish trait for both business and scholarship, 
and in him as in many others, his deepest devotion was 
to things of the mind. 

Dr. Eisenstein was born in Poland in 1854, He 
studied Hebrew with his grandfather, a learned man, 
but his formal education stopped before he was seven- 
teen. He emigrated to New York in 1872 and became 
a businessman, making a comfortable fortune, in terms 
of that era, as a manufacturer of shirts. At night he 
studied and wrote. 

At the age of forty he retired from his business to 
devate himself to scholarship and publication. It was 
then that the career for which he had prepared himself 


at night began to bear fruit, the life which brought him 
satisfaction and recognition, In the next sixty years he 
edited and translated and wrote some seventy volumes. 
He was the publisher as well as editor of Otzar Yisrael, a 


Hebrew encyclopedia in ten yolumes, circulated 
throughout the world, He received many honours dur- 
ing his long life and travelled extensively. Dr. Judah 


Dayid Hisenstein was revered not because he was old 
but because he was a scholar and humanist.

FOLLOW THE SWALLOWS 

An English seaside town has gone old-fashioned— 
in forecasting the weather. Too often apparently, of- 
ficial forecasts of rain have kept holidaymakers away 
from Cleethorpes on a nice, sunny day, so nature's 
forecasters, Which include weatherwise birds, have been 
brought into their own again. 

While the town’s complaint has a somewhat fam- 
iliar ring about it in this part of the world, the vagaries 
of Ontario’s summer weather are hardly in the same 
category as those affecting British coasti@l resorts, 
which constitute the test supreme to the most modern 
meteorological instruments. 

So in a bid to secure a more refined weather service, 
the intuition of a seasoned seafront watchman, Mr. 
Harry Boon, will be employed daily at sunrise. Prob- 
ably he will begin by sniffing the ozone to see what's in 
the wind, heeding at a glance the cloud coloring and the 
dampness or dryness of the loose seaweed on the beach. 

Then he will look to the birds, for in his own words: 
“When the swallows fly low to catch the gnats it means 
a heavy atmosphere and the rain is on the way. When 
the swallows fly high for the gnats, then the sun will 
shine all day. And his forecasts will be sent to all rail 
and bus stations within 75 miles of Cleethorpes, in the 
hope that prospective trippers will put more faith in his 
judgement than in the official meteorological office with 
its charts and compilation of atmospheric formations, 
air pressures, velocities and precipitations. 

But it is doubtful if the idea will spread along the 
English coast. For when the skies go contrary it would 
be easier to blast the offical weather clerk than to strike 
at the municipal bureau, which would only deluge poor 
old Harry, who might stand on the cliff edge and thund- 
er at the birds. 


Besides, we suspect that some of the resorts have 
kept ominously quiet about those occasions that the 
meteorological office has erred on the side of optimism, 
sending thousands of holidaymakers to the seaside — 
when it rained all day. —Hamilton Spectator. 


TAX ALPHABET 

Canadians complain, sometimes with justice, about 
the number and variety of taxes they are called on to 
pay. 

Last month it was income: tax. On May 26, in 
Brantford, it was municipal tax. Then there will be 
the bicycle tax, the dog tax, etc. The tax levied on mot- 
or cars has been collected already. There are other 
taxes on guns and taxes for using them. Most insidious 
of all are the “hidden” taxes, like the sales tax, the tax- 
es that go into the making of a loaf of bread, or almost 
anything else one cares to mention, But perhaps we 
are not as hard done by as taxpayers in some other 
countries. A correspondent of ours, Mr, A. L, Buchol- 
zer, of Simcoe, Ontario, writes that he has received a 
copy of the official publication of the winners of Salz- 
burg, Austria, in which appears an “alphabet” of the 
taxes now imposed in that country. 

It runs all the way from Aufsichstratsteurer (tax 
paid re overseer-counsellors) to Zuendwarensteur (tax 
on inflammable commodities). Without giving the 
German names, we continue with our friend's transla- 
tion of them into English terms.’ They embrace taxes 
for or on rehabilitation, forwarding and commuting, 
beer, stock transactions, whisky, income, population, 
clubs, beverages, business, land acquisition, land, dogs, 
proceeds of mortgages, commerce, hunting, coffee, cap- 
ital profit, church, corporeal, mechanical yehicle, credit 
profit, light utility, wages, salaries, mineral oil, disaster 
of Berlin, race, betting and lattery, salt, dispensing of 
beverages, sparkling wine, tablepieces, playing cards, 
sweep products, tobacco, tea, exchange, amusement, 
property, security, bills of exchange, bonds, sugar. 

Looking over that lot, even though some of the 
manes are unfamiliar, the tax payment is not! If the 
Government of Austria has thought Up some imposts 
that haven’t yet occurred to the Government of Can- 
ada, we're sorry we brought the matter up!

CHLORPROMAZINE -- A MANY- 
PURPOSE DRUG 


Every once in a while a new drug 
js develped to fight one particular 
illness; then it is found to be use- 
ful in many other conditions as well. 
One such drug is insulin; a new one 
is chlorpromazine It was used 
originally in this country for the 
contro] of nausea and vomiting from 
many causes a8 wei as for certain 
nervous disturbances Now it jis used 
for such conditions as the control 
of the intractable pain of cancer, 
treatment of persistent hiccups, and 
alcoholism, In addition it seems to 
pe of value in the care of surgical 
patients before ang after operation 
and in many other medical situat- 
ions. 

How does this drug act? Dr. 
Leonard Asher Beverly Hills, Calif., 
states that it seems to have one 
overall function and ;hat is to modi- 
fy the effect of unpleasant or un- 
welcume physical or emotional stress 
On the patient, permitting him to 
face situations better. It seems to 
Suppress phe patients awareness of

18 to 78 years and their illnesses

ang. The patients who responded 
well to chlorpromazine became a- 
ware of thelr improved sense of 
well-being within 24 hours after the 
drug was begun. Some complained 
of drowsiness for the first two or 
three days, but this effeet seemed 
to pess off in a few days Improve- 
ment was found in 66 per cent of 
the patients, truly a remarkable 
response to a drug. 

Dr. Asher sums up by saying that 
chlerpormazine seems to be of value 
in the treatment of certain gastroin- 
testinal disturbances when used in 
conjunction with other forms of 
treatment such as antacids, diets, 
etc It is of specia! value to the 
patient with digestive disease in 
which the mind and emotions play 
a mejor role, especially where there 
is exsociated anxiety or irritability 
on the part of the patient, as well 
as being unable to take the dis- 
comfort of the illness ‘There is the 
danger that a patient may be 
sensitive to the drug and this 
actually occurred in 9 per cent of 
the cases. It ls warned that because 
the drug reduces the sensitivity to 
pain and relieves ertain gastroin- 
testinal symptoms, there. may be 
danger that it might mask or hide 
the symptoms due to cancer in the 
abdomen. é

To Make Poor Soil Good 
Spade in What 


Spading is essential to 


Plants can be grown with- 
out soil, but nature uses it to sup- 
port plant roots, and store food 
and water which the roots re- 
quire. Men have never found a 
better way to make gardens, than 
by_using soil. 

Roots require air as wellas food 
and water. Unless air can pene- 
trate the soil, the roots cannot 
function. This demands that lawns 
and gardens have good drain- 
age, so water which is not held 
in storage by soil particles will 
escape and allow air to enter. 

If your soil is stiff, hard to 
spade and cultivate, slow to allow 
water to drain through it, every 
spring something should be add- 
ed to make it more porous. 

Beginning gardeners are often 
persuaded that what is needed 
is a few inches of “black dirt.” 
Even if your soil is clay, exca- 
vated for the foundation of a new 
home, that is the wrong solution. 
Forget the color of the soil and 
concentrate on its porosity, a 
quality without which any soil 
black, yellow, or red, will give 
you trouble. 

At the other extreme are soils 
in beach areas, of almost pure 
sand. These are altogether too 
porous, holding neither moisture 
nor plant food, but letting every- 
thing wash away. 

Both types of soil need the same 
treatment which is the addition 
of decayed vegetable or animal 
material, such as sewage sludge, 
muck or peat dug from old bogs, 
well decayed manure, commer- 
cial peat moss, leaf mould or 
compost from a compost pile. 

It is seldom advisable to mix 
sand with clay or clay with sand. 
Both are excellent to have in soil, 
but together they often produce 
an extremely hard composition.

good soil conditioning. 


Instead of sand, however lime- 
stone can be mixed with clay, 
with excellent results. Limestone 
causes the fine clay particles to 
combine into crumb-like aggre- 
gates which will retain moisture, 
while allowing air to enter freely 
and excess water to drain off. 

Do not be afraid to use crushed 
limestone freely, since it will not 
make clay soil harmfully alka- 
line. The clay has a ‘‘buffer’’ ca- 
pacity which prevents this, say 
the scientists. 

All the materials used to im- 
prove your soil should be mixed 
with it thoroughly. Spade the 
organics into sandy soil also, they 
will hold moisture and store up 
plant food for the plants to use, 
instead of allowing it to wash 
away. 

Spading alone {s a fine soil’ con- 
ditioner, and if planned sensibly 
is not a difficult chore. Mark the 
area to be spaded as a whole and 
divide into sections, one for each 
day. Limit the day's work to an 
hour, until you become hardened 
to it. 

Spread material to be spaded 
in evenly over the whole area. 
Begin by opening up a trench at 
one end of the day's section, 
throwing the soil removed in a 
pile nearby. Then dig an adjoin- 
ing trench, with spade at right 
angles to its length, throwing the 
soil and organic matter into the 
first trench. Continue this until 
the day’s work is over, resting at 
frequent intervals. Fill the final 
trench with soil removed from 
the first. Drive the spade straight 
down each time, digging the full 
length of its blade; and turn the 
“spit” of soil as you drop it. It 
beats any kind of plowing for a 
small garden.

A heatihig by | the 12 Ontario Muntel- 
pal Bourd, headed by chairman My, 
L, R, Cummmiry, @.c. and Mr, VS, 
convened in Lindsay's, 
town hall at 9:30 a.m. Friday to re- 
view the proposed expenditure by 
the town of some $42,420 for local 
improvements, and the issuing of 
debentures thereto. Pifteen minutes 
Juter, the shearing was adjourned 
with the Board giving Its full ap- 
proval to the work, as no objections 
were vegisteréd) by any taxpayers. 
There were no spectators present at 
the hearfig, only the Board, the 
fown engineer, the town clerk, and 
the press,” 

The work to be done on Lindsay's 
streets was reviewed by the Board 
and the only change in the proposal 
was, according to Mr. Cummings, 
“the verbal assurance from the 
Town Engineer that the work would 
last for 20 years." 

He sald “when we issue deben- 
tures we want to be sure that the 
work will still be there when it 1s 
paid for.” 

The work to be done includes the 
following: 

(a) Widening, repaving and such 
other items as may be necessary to 
improve ,the traffic situation at in- 
tersection of Lindsay Street, Queer 
Sweet and Wellington Street, $9.- 
180,00. 

(b) Removal of boulevard and 
complete repaving of same on Will- 
jam Street South, wes, side, from 
Kent Street to south of Russell 
Street west, $8,860.00. 

(c) Remoyal of boulevard and re- 
paving of same on Ridout, from 
Mill Street to Lindsay Street, $2,- 
000,00, 

(d) Peel Street, from William 
Street to Cambridge Street by re- 
moval of boulevard on the north 
side, repaying of same and recap- 
ping of present pavement, $6,790.00. 

(e) William Street North, from 
Kent Street to Wellington Street, 
by removal of boulevard on the west 
side and repaving of same, $2,290 00. 

(f) Russell Street West, from 
Lindsay Street to Victoria Avenue, 
by complete repaying of same, 
$17,000.00. 

It was pointed out by the Board 
that of the $46.420. cost for the 
Work, thé Ontario government is 
paying 50 percent, and the balance 
is. being raised by 15-year debent- 
uves. The $9,000 sidewalk project 
now underway on Kent St. will be 
paid for in its entirety by the tax- 
payers, and this figure was not in- 
cluded in the above total as it had 
been approved earlier, 

Acting-Town Clerk B, Bates told 
the Board that two readings of the

SAY ENUMERATORS 
WILL PRESENT 
CREDENTIALS 


Name Haliburton Man 
Census Commissioner 


Preparations are now complete 
for taking the first five-year Census 
of Canada this June, according to 
the Census Commissioner for Vic- 
toria and Haliburton census district, 
Mr. Clifford Kellett of Haliburton. 

‘The district, he explains, includes 
the counties of Victoria, Haliburton 
and fou, townships im Ontario 
County, This area has been sub- 
divided into 70 sibcictricts, which 
will require a staff ot 67 enumera- 
tors. 

Mr Kellett says the enumerators 

will make house-to-house calls to 
collect the information required. In 
urban areas they will take only the 
census of population. In rural areas 
they will also take census of agri- 
culture. 
‘ Continuing, Mr, Kellett stated 
that, “the work of the enumerators_ 
will be checked by field supervisors 
ang the Census Commissioner to 
ensure that the census is accurate 
and as complete as possible. 

“When all the documents hays 
been completed and checked they 
will be sent to the regional office 
of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
at Toronto for editine-and machine 
punching. The final steps leading 
to publication will be carried out 
at the headquarters office of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics at 
Ottawa.” 

Census Enumerators 
Properly Accredited 

Mr. Kellett told “The Post” that 
“when the census enumerator calls 
on you this June at your home, or 
cn the farm, he will present his 
credentials in the form of « small 
card. issued by the Dominion Statis. 
tician. It states thot he has been 
appointed by the Minister of Trade 
and Commerce for the Census of 
1956, ang that he ts authorized to 
collect the information required by 
Jaw from everyone in Canada. This 
card will have the enumerator’s on 
signeture and will be countersigned 
py Mr. Clifford Kellett Census Com- 
missioner for Victor‘a and Halibur- 
ton census district. 7 

“The enumerator,” he said, “will 
also carry an official portfolio, on 
which there will be the district 
number, the number of the sub- 
district in which you reside and 
the enumerator’s name ang address. 
In the portfolio. he will haye the 
census documents which he is re- 
quireg to complete by asking ques- 
tions. the answer; to which he will 
check off or write down on the 
documents, He is no* authorized to 
conduct any private business while 
making his call. He has taken an 
cath, under severe penalties for in- 
fringement, not to divulge to any- 
one the information siven to him. 
The material he cathers is immedi- 
ately transcribed to anonymous 
cards which bear no indication of 
the identity of the individual.”

Lindsay Resident Delves, 
Come Up With Answer 


“bel canto”, and a number of people 
have asked just what Is this “bel 
canto” The following brief history 
of this particular school of singing 
which produced such singers as 
Caruso and Galli-Curel, has been 
submitted by a Lindsay resident, 
who states that she had asked this 
questin of her brother, a student of 
“pel canto” and a singer with La 
Scala Opera in Milan The follow- 
ing ig his answer fo her question, 
“Just what is this “bel canto?” 

Towards the end of the 16th 
Century a notable deyelopment took 
place in opera, that is to say, Itallan 
Opera, since there was no other 
opera at that time. The composers 
of tbe period began to write arias 
without words — a sort of reaction 
against the preceding period when 
dramatic considerations had tended 
to cvershadow musical. 

The concentration was now all 
upon beautiful sound, and these 
arias without words were known as 
“bel canto”, literally “beautiful 
singing”. 

Naturally enough a school of 
singers sprang up whose task was 
to interpret these arias and though 
the aria without words soon died 
out as an operatic form, the school 
with its technique nd traditions per- 
sisted. 

The “bel canto’ method, as it 
developed, became more and more 
a complete expression of the singer's 
personality, and less and less me- 
chanical, 

In the early 17th century a further 
development of the “bel canto” 
technique took place. A branch of 
the “bel canto” school began to 
produce more and more counter 
teners and male sopranos, These 
singers wee known as the “cas- 
tratos” from the fact that their 
yoices were the result of a surgical 
opeation. These voices were ap- 
parently of an extraordinary beauty, 

This system continued until about 
1690, when growing pre-eminence 
of French opera, with Lully, and 
the temporary decline of Italian 
led finally to the disappearnce of 
the “castratos” The French would 
have nothing to do with them. 

The school of “bei canto” con- 
tinued, however, and reached, in 
the 18th century, jfs golden age. 
Its singers attained un extraordin- 
ary technical facility, and, with the 
music of such composerg as Scar- 
Monteverdi, Toti, Claccini, 
Carissimi, Cesti, Bononcini, and, of 
course, Gluck ang Handel the great 
art of singing reached its peak. It 
is felt by many that it has since 
gradually declined. 

Late in the eighteenth century a 
great singer and teacher of “bel 
canto”, Garcia, came from Spain 
and settled in Italy. His son, a 
yathey mediocre singer, imbued with 
the new scientific and pseudo- 
scientific ideas, attempted to put 
the teaching of “bel canto” on a 
“scientific” basis. He reduced 
everything to mechanical terms and 
proportions; eg. he propagated 
the use of a machine for looking 
inside one's own larynx. In addition, 
he misinterpreted his father's tea- 
ching Taking the effect, for the 
cause, he introduced diaphragmatic 
insteag of abdominal breathing, with 
@ colsequent loss of ease and pro- 
bably of power. Worse still, he 
introduced the “coun de glotte’; an 
artificial method of depressing the 
glottis Worst of all he incorpor- 
ateg his new teachings into two, 
or more, large volumes, which, it Is 
believed by many, have been re- 
sponsible for a great deal of the 
poor singing, particularly in the 
noithern Eurpean countries, 

From this “schism” other schools 
branched out, and the decline 
became world-wide. What had been 
a preat art deterlornted in many

To Make Poor Soil Good 
What It Lacks 


Spading is essential to 


Plants can be grown with- 
out soil, but nature uses it to sup- 
port plant roots, and store food 
and water which the roots re- 
quire. Men have never found a 
better way to make gardens, than 
by using soil. 

Roots require air as well as food 
and water. Unless air can pene- 
trate the soil, the roots cannot 
function. This demands that lawns 
and gardens have good drain- 
age, so water which is not held 
in storage by soil particles will 
escape and allow air to enter. 

Wf your soil is stiff, hard to 
spade and cultivate, slow to allow 
water to drain through it, every 
Spring something should be add- 
ed to make it more porous. 

Beginning gardeners are often 
persuaded that what is needed 
is a few inches of “black dirt.”” 
Even if your soil is clay, exca- 
vated for the foundation of a new 
home, that is the wrong solution. 
Forget the color of the soil and 
concentrate on its porosity, a 
quality without which any soil 
black, yellow, or red, will give 
you trouble. 

At the other extreme are soils 
in beach areas, of almost pure 
sand. These are altogether too 
porous, holding neither moisture 
nor plant food, but letting every- 
thing wash away 

Both types of soil need the same 
treatment which is the addition 
af decayed vegetable or animal 
material, such as sewage sludge, 
muck or peat dug from old bog 
well decayed manure, comme 
cial peat moss, leaf mould or 
compost from a compost pile. 

It is seldom advisable to mix 
sand with clay or clay with sand: 
Both are excellent to have in soil, 
but together they often produce 
an extremely hard composition. 


good soil conditioning. 


Instead of sand, however lime- 
stone can be mixed with clay, 
with excellent results. Limestone 
causes the fine clay particles to 
combine into crumb-like aggre- 
gates which will retain moisture, 
while allowing air to enter freely 
and excess water to drain off. 

Do not be afraid to use crushed 
limestone freely, since it will not 
make clay soil harmfully alka- 
line. The clay has a ‘‘buffer'’ ca- 
pacity which prevents this, say 
the scientists. 


All the matevials used to im- 
prove your soil should be mixed 
with it thoroughly. Spade the 
organics into sandy soil also, they 
will hold moisture and store up 
plant food for the plants to use, 
instead of allowing it to wash 
away. 

Spading alone is a fine soil con- 
ditioner, and if planned sensibly 
is not a difficult chore. Mark the 
area to be spaded as a whole and 
divide into sections, one for each 
day. Limit the day's work to an 
hour, until you become hardened 
to it. 


Spread material to be spaded 
in evenly over the whole area. 
Begin by opening up a trench at 
one end of the day's section, 
throwing the soil removed in a 
pile nearby. Then dig an adjoin- 
ing trench, with spade at right 
angles to its length, throwing the 
soil and organic matter into the 
first trench. Continue this until 
the day's work is over, resting at 
frequent intervals. Fill the final 
trench with soil removed from 
the first. Drive the spade straight 
down each time, digging the full 
length of its blade; and turn the 
“spit'’ of soil as you drop it. It 
beats any kind of plowing for a 
small garden.

PRIVATE AND BUSINESS 
TELEPHONE RATES. 

We were interested in an article appearing in a To- 
ronto paper the other day which devoted some space to 
emotional problems created by the changes wrought by 
progress in the field of telephonic communications, It 
was observed in the article that many telephone operat- 
ors were subjected to emotional difficulties a few years 
back when the dial telephone became a reality in urban 
centres. These girls, it was related, had built up what 
seemed like enduring personal contacts with subscribers 
and when the change of service came about they were 
suddenly displaced . . . not in the sense that they had 


lost their jobs (they were all reported to have found jobs” 


within the company), but in the sense that they were no 
longer an intimate part of the business. 

Reflecting on this, we were struck with the fact that 
in those days business and telephone rates were based, 
to some extent at least, on the demands made on person- 
nel of the telephone company for service. On the basis 
of this it seemed justifiable that there should be a con- 
siderable differential between private telephone rates 
and business rates. Howeyer, this being the case, we 
are now wondering why the advent of dial service hasn't 
narrowed the gap between the cost of the two services. 
There may be a reason but no doubt others, like our- 
selves, would like to have it explained. 


STEADY, BOYS! 

A suggestion that Lindsay Central Exhibition 
grounds be sold to the Town of Lindsay and be used as 
housing development site was bound to produce some 
reaction even though the majority of people feel it was 
just a “kite” sent up to test public feeling. The exhi- 
bition is one of the town’s oldest institutions and, while 
it is not a municipal venture, it is generally regarded as 
a public organization. It is natural, therefore, for people 
to pay attention when the future of the fair is mentioned 
and to size up any proposals carefully. 

The proposal to sell the fair grounds, providing a 
new site on the outskirts of town could be acquired, 
might have some merit if everyone owned a car or could 
afford to hire a taxi to take them to the fair, otherwise 
it is perhaps one of the best ideas for curtailing attend- 
ance at the exhibition that has been thought of yet. 
It’s a long walk to the fair grounds now for most people 
in town (as anyone who got drenched on the night of 
the fireworks display can tell you), and if the distance is 
increased there are probably a great many who just 
wouldn't be bothered to attend. 

As a housing site, the exhibition grounds might be 
alright at certain seasons of the year but anyone who 
visited the area last spring and in springs past, is aware 
that flooding is something of a problem. This might pe 
overcome with better regional drainage facilities but 
the whole idea is basically unsound and when it is con- 
sidered that our exhibition grounds might be regarded 
in much the same light as we would regard the old home- 
stead... it has associations in the minds of people built 
up over the years and which should be preserved. It 
is suggested that buildings on the grounds are now fall- 
ing into disrepair and will require great expense to re- 
place but we doubt very much if the expense entailed 
in re-conditioning existing buildings, replacing the 
grandstand, etc., would be anything like that which 
would be involved if the whole enterprise were to be moy- 
ed. 

If we might make a counter suggestion it would be 
to make greater use of our present fair grounds, not va- 
cate them. We have in mind a scarcity of parkland in 
the town and the need for preserving that which we 
have. The fair grounds provide a natural site for 
combining park accommodation with exhibition space. 
There is plenty of wide open space for games of all 
kinds and many other features favorable to the combin- 
ed operation. 

And, finally, we remember that Lindsay Central 
Exhibition is one of the town’s main seasonal attractions 
and as such we should be very hesitant about doing 
anything which would endanger its future. How much 
more progressive to try and improve the existing 
grounds, preserve tradition and give the fair a forward 
look rather than looking forward to the day when it can 
be displaced. 


BOTHERING NEIGHBOURS 

A common but aggravating practice of certain firms 
is to send their representatives to the homes of neigh- 
bours to make intimate enquiries about their habits 
and financial standing because of pending business 
transactions. It is not a new policy by any means but 
those involved appear growing bolder and when not able 
to contact neighbours by personal calls, the telephone is 
used.

Home Treatment For The me | 
Since the course of rheumatoid | 
arthritis usually runs oye; a period 
cf many years, it is important that 
the physician plan a long-term 
treatment program for each patient 
according to his needs and capa- 
pilities. It 1s common of the disease | 
to ftlareup at certain times and then 
aie cown again. 

Periods of hospitalization for 
these patients are usually short, 
as once the flareup has been 
brought under contro! or has sub- 
sided, the patient quickly returns 
home and, if possible, to work. The 
greatest part of the patient's ume 
1s not spent in the hospital; it ds 
spent at home. These short periods 
of hospitalization should be used, 
| not only in treatment of the disease, 
tut also to evaluate the patient's 
mental anq physical assets and 
Vbilities, to outline a program of 
medical and physical treatment, 
and to instruct the patient in phy- 
sical (nonmedical} measures to be 
used af home § 

One group of investigators found 
that a large number of patients 
who had been instructed in home 
programs of physical treatment 
followed the instructions for several 
months but as the time increased 
te a year or more, disappointingly | 
few patients were continuing home 
treatments. In order to gain ‘the 
patient's co-operation in a home- 
{reatment program, if is necessary 
that the physician take the tir 
to give the patient a general under- 
Standing of his disease and how 
it is likely to progress. With this 
jo mind the patient should then 
be able to understand the import- 
ance of the total long-term manage- 
ment program and of the important 
pert physical measures such as heat, 
massage, exercise occyipational ther- 
apy aNd other devices play in this 
totel program. 

It has been found desirable to 
instruct the patient not in words but 
in actual procedures he will be using 
at home and therefore it is re- 
commended that exch patient be 
treateq several] times before going 
home If possible, relatives or friends” 
of the patient should observe the | 
| physical treatment and even give 
parts of it under the supervision of 
a therapist, Im this way the tech- 
niques of heat, massage and exercise 
are explained and demonstrated to 
the patient and to those who will 
be heiping him. Written instructions 
also should be provided to each | 
patient to refresh his memory after | 
he leaves the hospital. Such in- | 
structions describe in detail the 
techniques of heat, massage and the | 
special exercises he is to do.

“The average person has spent 
one quarter million hours in talk- 
ing, upon reaching the three score 
years and ten mark”, June Denniss 
made this interesting statement 
while addressing this year's 
Kawartha ILODE. closing lunch- 
eon meeting at the Marsh Mem- 
orial Hall, Thursday noon. :

—“There is nothing in my exper- 
tence which sounds as busy as 100 
women-talking as most North Am- 
ericans do in a high-pitched fash- 
lon”, she remarked. “But one gets 
used to that in this country. It 
.is. well however to learn to speak 
well when in school, that is to have 
geod dictation. This is a matter 
;which my mother in England {m- 
pressed on me as a child and for | 
which I have many times been 
grateful. 

. “Perhaps my work in radio has 
been helped by my entering into 
debating at school. It certainly 
helped me to get up on my fee 
and talk. I think all young people 
Should get experience in standing 
up and. speaking. I would say the 
qualifications of a radio commen- 
tator should embrace that he or 
she be old enough to know what 
they-are talking about, and be able 
-to: see all sides of a question with 
2 certain amount of good judgment. 
This insures that interviews are 
not being used as is sometimes 
tried, for promoting products, 
Radio commentators can fall into 
@ large trap in this respect if they 
are -not experienced. 

“If you are in the entertaining 
business such as radio, you must 
enjoy’ and love your work. You 
have to be successful. I find when | 
in trouble in the radio business, | 
friends and colleagues rally around | 
you and help {f needed. The ls- | 
fening public find radio a great 
‘companion, especially do the shut- 
ins. 

“T receive many ietters from 
shut-ins and blind people, who 
deeply appreciate radio. Radio ts 
one of the great communications 
in the field of communication. 

“In my broadcasting I try to be 
cheerful and happy. I think of a 
message from an old gentleman 
of -102 years who sald. “Every 
morning when I get out of bed 1) 
thaye two choices, to be happy or 
unhappy. I always choose to be 
happy.”

System Approved 
By Town Council 


On the recommendation of the 
chairman of the fire committee 
Alderman W.H. McCrae--Lindsay’s | 
Council hag approved the instal- 
lation of a new fire phone set-up 
which will be installed in the) 
police office. It wes also agreed 
that when the new equipment goes 
into effect, the town no longer 
will pay the entire telephone bill 
for regular and) yolunceer firemen, 
but will pay only half. i 

Mr, McCrae told members that 
ip is becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult to contact the volunteers when 
a fire breaks out, an at one recent 
fire, it was 21 minutes after the 
alarm was sounded when the last 
volunteer wag reached. He ex- 
plained the new system, a special 
installation of the Bell Telephone 
Co., was a series of direct lines from 
the main phone at the police 
station to the firemen’s homes. 
When ‘the volunteers were needed, 
all the officer on dutp had to do 
was lift the telephone receiver and 
all the phones in the houses of the 
firemen would ring simultaneously. 
At the same time, if any phone was 
in use, it would automatically dis- 
connect the cal] and the fire alarm 
could be given. 

At the police office would be a 
panel of lights which would in- 
dicate which calls had and had 
not been completed, as each fire- 
man answers the phone, the lights 
on the panel would go out 

Mr. -McCtae told members of 
Council that the installation would 
cost $8825 per month rental, how- 
ever, he pointed out that at the 
present time the town is paying 
about $1,125 annually for the 
phones in the firemen’s homes, 
and if this was cut so that the 
town paid only half of the fire-

Of The Kawarthas 


Aigae, long a problem in the 
waters of Sturgeon and Pigeon 
Lakes, {s fully and interestingly dealt 
with in the following article sub- 
mittea by “Conservation Associat= 
jon of Pigeon and Bald Lakes”, as 
it prepares to seek a solution to the 
problem. The article, which follows, 
will help give readers a clearer 
insight into the evils of the type 
of algae now entrenched in the 
waters of these two lakes: 

DANGEROUS ALGAE AND 
THEIR CONTROL 
1, G. Heaton, MB. F.C.C.P. 

‘The word Alga (plural, algae) 15 
the Latin word for seaweed, and 
in scientific usage is applied to 
watery weeds of certain kinds aS 
well as to forms of microscopic size, 
However, we write here only of the 
microscopic algae. These are the 
vegetable kingdom's contribution to 
the teeming microscople life of our 
wacers, collectively called the “phy- 
toplankton”. Over 17000 species of 
algae have been described. 

“Dwellers in many of our resort 
areas are familia, with the algae as 
a hot weather blue-green “water 
sloom” coming to the surface of the 
water, especially on calm cool days 
and especially bad in otherwise 
lovely October. On bad days it forms 
a thick green scum, over the whole 
water surface so that even the 
usually white bow-spray and wake of 
motor boats is a vivid green. In 
the late Fall this scum forms in the 
worst years, a dark biack green line 
along the shores and has an un- 
pleasant odour, The surface scum 1s 
made up of living aleae particles of 
microscopic size, floating free in the 
water. Algae have always been in 
our lakes, but only in recent years 
have they reached theiy present 
unhappy abundance 'n certain areas 
Algae are the basic food of all forms 
of water life. Fish feed upon crusta- 
ceae and insect larvae, crustaceae 
prey ypon the rotifera and protozoa, 
the rotifera and protozoa consume 
algae and bacteria So algae in 
moderation confer important bene- | 
fits upon fishermen and fish, and 
are necessary in any fishing water. 

Harmful Effects 

“An excess of algae increases the 
turbidity of water, excluding light. 
The exclusion of light reduces the 
deptli of water in which plant life 
can exist. Total or near total ex- 
clusion of light would kil! all plants, 
Increasing turbidity causes water- 
weeds to change. Tiiose intolerant 
of shade will disappear, and may 
te replaced by shade-tolerant weeds. 
Change in weeds may be accompani* 
ed by change in fish and other crea- 
tures which inhabit weed beds, 

“We do not know the significance, 
extent, or degrees of the habitat 
changes that are occurring in our 
resort lakes, It has been NO one's 
| concern to find out It has been 
observed in Pigeon Lake that lunge 
weed (large leaf pond weed) js 
disaupearing. 

“when algae die, they sink to the 
bottom ooze and there decompose. 
Their decomposition produces ma- 
terials which are pojzonous in their 
effects when in excess — including 
hydrogen sulphide 

“We do not know the conditions 
prevailing at the bottom of Our lakes, 
nor how these conditions are chang_ 
ing. 


Harmful Effects On Fish 
“Turbidity affects the spawning 
of those fish which prefe; relatively 


| clear water. These fish include the 
| smal] mouth bass, jake trout, and 
other trout. 


“We do not know the degree of 
turbidity which these or any other 
| fish will tolerate. In Pigeon Lake, 
Peterborough Gounty, coincident

Such 
deaths haye not been rare in the 
Kawartha District. The writer's 
dog died in the summer of 1955 from 
an illness like that described below. 
The symptoms have included con- 
yulsions, paralysis, shortness of 
breath, cough, cyanosis and others. 
Death has often been rapid. In 
more prolonged cases. progressive 
paralysis, jaundice, and ascites 
were noted. Some animals had 
cirrhosis of the liver 

“We do not know how frequently 
these deaths occur in our area. There 
Is little doubt that the more wn | 
Jonged illnesses perhaps often re- 
covering, are usually blamed on 
something else or admitted as of 
unknown cause, 

“Extracts of various algae injected 
into various animals have produced 
symptoms like those describeq above 
It is thought that the toxin is 
released into the water while the 
nlgae are alive and death and 
decomposition of algac reduces the 
mouwt of toxin the water contains. 
Jt has been stated that boiling the 
water does not destroy the toxin. 

Harmful Effects On Man 

“Dhree kinds of illness in man 


algae. The first is characterized by 
nausea, yomiting diarrhoea and 
abdominal pain, The evidence that 
these symptoms are caused by algae 
seems sometimes inconclusive to this 
weiter, but in each reporteg out- 
break there was extensive algae 
bloom in the water supply. Certainly 
most such outbreaks are neither 
studied nor reported One in West 
Virginia affected eight to ten thou- 
sand people. Doubtless most out- 
breaks are called “stomach flu’ and 
indeed probably are a virus infection 
rather than algae intoxication, But 
the size of the West Virginia out- 
break rather strongly incriminates 
algae No deaths occurred. “Mus- | 
koka Tummy” could apparently be 
(ue to algae. 

“Another form of illness induced 

by algae consists of a generalized 
allergic reaction with itching, con- 
‘unctivitis, blocked nose, asthma, 
swollen eyelids and hives. The 
diagnosis may be confirmed by 
postive skin tests and so there is 
no doubt that algae can cause such 
symptoms. 
“The third form allied to the 
second, is a local allergic reaction in 
the form of skin eruption. These 
iinesses may be expected to occur 
chcefly in people of known allergic 
constitution. 

“Algae have indirectly caused 
more severe illness in man, “Fish 
poisoning” have been known for 
{n people after eating shellfish, and 


centuries. This {llness has occurred 
occasionally fish, anc has been 
characterized by orickling and 


numbness of the movth and fingers, 
ataxic gait, muscular incoordination, 
ascending paralysis and ultimately 
iespirtory failure Death may take 
place in two to twelve hours. These 
jnesses have all occurred from 
eating fish and shellfish from the 
sea, and such {liness has not been 
reported in man from the blue- 
green algae, oy from eating fish 
from fresh water Rut the symp- 
toms Of animals killed by blue- 
green algae haye been very similar.

According to available informa- 
tion the investigation is now in its 
final stages and is centered at To- 
ronto where CI.D. officers are 
rounding up available information. 

The dead man—Bruce Sedore, 23 
of Toronto—died, reports indicate, 
while en route from a Hall's Lake 
cottage to the Ross Memorial Hos- 
pital. He was dead on arrival, hos- 
pilal officials say. 

There are several versions given 
as to how the young man came to 
his death but an autopsy performed 
by Coroner W. E. Crowe, of Lind- 
say, is reported to have revealed a 
blood clot on the man’s brain. 

A resident of Hall's Lake told

The effect of their resignations 
has created three vacancies which 
now must be filled in order for 
Council to resume sts term.

THESE RECOMMEND THEMSELVES 

The tulip beds in Lindsay's Parks which are now 
about to pass the peak of their breath-taking beauty, 
really need no one to speak for them—they speak for 
themselves. The effort which has gone into making 
these attractive flower beds possible does warrant spe- 
cial mention at this time. It is no easy task to achieve 
that which has beén accomplished in Lindsay's parks, 
floral-wise, and their attractiveness is indicative of skill 
and painstaking Jabor which warrants highest praise 
for the management and staff of the Lindsay Parks 
Board. 

Anyone who has attempted to grow flowers, even 
on a very small scale, soon becomes conscious of the a- 
mount of labor required not only to plant them, but to en- 
sure that the weeds don’t outstrip the flowers. Of course, 
it may be argued that these men are paid to do this job, 
But pay in a work such as this doesn’t ensure good re- 
sults... flower growing and landscaping generally, 
calls for more than money to produce successful results 
... There must be a genuine affection for the good earth 
and what it produces combined with care, planning and 
constant attention. 

We have heard innumerable people comment on the 
beauty of our parks and we are sure everyone shares 
the pride which must be felt by the Parks Board in its 
achievement. These lovely flowers and other park im- 
provements are, for many, their closest contact with na- 
ture and by developing our natural assets we make av- 
ailable pleasures and benefits which cannot be measured 
by ordinary standards. Who is there who has never 
marvelled at the intricate pattern of the most humble 
flower or gained new perspective by observing some of 
natures other creations? 


ON THE OTHER HAND.... 

Lindsay’s Council has acquired and is fixing up a 
parking lot on Cambridge St. for the benefit of the 
town’s business section and to relieve parking problems 
in the downtown area. In the light of comment in the 
“Truro Daily News’ on June 12th, it would appear that 
the town has been extremely generous when its action 
is measured by that of other municipalities. 

Read how Truro and other maritime centres vie¥ 
this matter: 

Parking Areas Are Not Town's Responsibility 

“The To¥n Council is again studying the feasib- 
ility of removing the grassy oval on the Esplanade to 
provide an extra parking area for shoppers in the 
central business district. 

The request comes from a merchant in the area, 
whom we feel is expressing the feeling of many of 
the merchants in the area, 

In this day and age when everyone looks to the 
government to provide everything, whether it be the 
federal, provincial, or civic government, we can ap- 
preciate the thinking behind the request. 

But fundamentally the principle of the town pro- 
viding parking areas for any one group of ratepayers 
is wrong. If the merchants in any particular area of 
town need parking areas to accommodate their cust- 
omers, they should be prepared to provide them, per- 
haps co-operatively, at their own expense. 

We feel that the town has done well by the mer- 
chants in the central business section in providing a 
parking area on the school grounds. Nothing has 
been done in this regard for the merchants of the 
West end of town, and we know of one merchant in 
the West end who pays rent for a parking area for 
his customers. 

This business of the need for parking areas has 
plagued the Council for the past 10 years or more, 
and it.is our feeling that it is up not to the town to 
provide parking areas for any one particular group 
but that these merchants should provide their own. 
It isn’t any more right that the grassy oval on the 
Esplanade should be removed to accommodate the 
central section merchants than it is that Victoria 
Square should be eliminated to provide parking space 
in the West end, or that a merchant be permitted to 
set up shop in Victoria Park where there is ample 
parking space. 

The Truro Board of Trade at the moment has 
under study a town planning and zoning project 
which Will be presented to the citizens of Truro on 
Thursday, June 14, at an open meeting of the Board 
of Trade. Adequate parking areas have to be plan- 
ned for in advance as the town grows and the number 
of motor vehicles increases. The trend in most up-to- 
date cities is to ban parking entirely on city streets. 

If merchants of this town are in need of parking 
areas for their customers they should be looking a- 
round the neighborhood to see if land for this pur- 
pose might be purchased for this purpose in the near 
future. It could be done on a co-operative basis as 
is done in other cities, such at Halifax,” 

On the other hand... it must be observed that our 
merchants are an integral part of any municipality and 
they are faced with extraordinary problems these days 
... the supermarket, for example, with its ability to pro- 
vide super parking facilities without prolonged negotia- 
tions and attract business away from established areas. 
We would naturally encourage merchants to display In- 
Itiative in providing parking accommodation but there is 
an apparent need for a cooperative approach to the 
problem which has intensified with the increase in mot- 
or travel. 


MOSQUITOES, INC. 

Mosquitoes are cosmopolitan, authorities say, only 
a few oceanic islands, deserts and mountain tops being 
freé from them, Peterborough being neither a desert 
mountain-top or island, has mosquitoes, even if it is not 
cosmopolitan. The principal humour around town and 
country this week has been to invent new stories about 
the size and greed of this June’s crop of the insect. 

One man swears that the double-propeller RCAF 
helicopter which twirled over the city on Tuesday was 
actually two mosquitoes from Rice Lake, in a love- 
clench.

ous family Culicidae—that is, a mosquito, Some claim 
that the most vicious of the insects have arrived from 
the Pacific in the wake of H-bomb tests, This story 
at least seems far-fetched, for mosquitoes almost never 
go higher than 13,000 feet. 

It is no consolation to heavily-bitten Peterburians 
to be told by entymologists that the blood-sucking habit 
of mosquitoes is an acquired one and is a relatively wn- 
important factor in the lives of the majority of mosquit- 
oes. The only palliative to this week’s bites is that the 
—yes, animals—are so sluggish from over-feeding that 
they are easier than usual to hit with the awat of a hand 
«+.» The manufacturer who can devise mogquito-proof 
nylon stockings will be more blessed by the ladies than 
the inventor of the permanent wave. The blotches you 
see this weekend on fair legs are not imperfections in 
the nylons but mosquito punctures, smeared with iodine 
to remove the itch.

A MANUFACTURER SOUNDS A WARNING 

“I do not want to enter into the inevitable debate 
about which came first, the wage rise or the price rive; 
nor do I want to expound on the truism that wage rises 
are only justified by productivity improvement. But 
I do want to say quite flatly that national acceptance 
of the theory that annual wage boosts are vital to the 
expansion of purchasing power and that management 
can keep fattening the rate each year for the rest of 
time is exactly the same as national acceptance of a per- 
manent economy of creeping inflation.” 

In sounding this warning in the course of his presi- 
dential address to the annual meeting of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association in Toronto during the past 
week, T. A. Rice, retiring president pointed out that 
spokesmen for unionized labour would seem to be stuck 
with the theory of the need for the annual wage boost. 


“even though all the evidence of history substantiates - 


the fact that, wherever and whenever money wages- 


have outstripped productivity, the inevitable result nas 
been enfeeblement of the currency.” 

Canada, the CMA president stated would be doubly 
affected by an accentuation of the inflationary trend. 
Not only, he pointed out, would it nullify wage gains, 
but it could threaten even further the ability of Cana- 
dian manufacturers to compete in both the domestic 
and export markets, 

The speaker stressed the fact that he had no desire to 
lay the entire blame for the possibility of further infla- 
tion on the doorstep of organized labour.

COUNCILS NEED EARLY NOTICE 

Woodstock’s City Council has adopted a resolution 
which municipalities throughout the province will no 
doubt endorse. 

Pointing out that it is necessary for the Provincial 
Government to amend statutes from time to time and 
thal municipalities are affected, financially and other- 
wise, by changes involying their powers and authority, 
Woodstock’s Council declares; 

“Therefore, be it resolved that the Provincial Goy- 
ernment be respecifully requested that advance infor- 
mation, so far as practicable, be submitted to the mun- 
icipalities when legislation is being proposed which di- 
rectly affects municipalities,” 

It is a sensible request where It ig practicable, 
Changes in the system of grants obviously affect muni- 
cipal budgets; amendments to legislation may increase, 
or decrease, a municipality’s responsibilities, It is im- 
portant that municipalities should be informed of such 
changes as s00n as possible, 

It may not always be feasible for the Government, 
to give advance information, but in such cases it Would 
be of substantial assistance to municipal administration 
if the Goyernment were to enact legislation affecting 
municipalities at the earliest opportunity to permit them 
to take necessary action in good time.

Tetrachloride 


For Cleaning Very Dangerous, 
Urges Warning 


Quebec, June 15 — A Montreal 
doctor suggested today that warning 
labels should be required by Goy- 
ernment on carbon tetrachloride 
bottles, and the warnings should be 
strong enough to discourage use of 
the chemical in households and 
small industries. } 

Dr. Guy E. Joron, clinical assist- 
ant in Montreal General Hospital's 
metabolism and toxology depart- 
ment, told the Canadian Medical 
Association that the public is largely | + 
unaware of the dangers of using the 
solvent and dry cleaning agent. 

Cases of poisoning continue to 
arise from its use in the home or on 
a small scale industry. 

By breathing carbon tetrachloride 
fumes, by drinking it by mistake, or 
by absorbing it through unbroken 
skin, kidney failure and liver dam~ 
age may occur, he said. 

Drinking alcohol belore, during or 
soon after exposure greatly increas- 
es the likelihood of poisoning and 
sometimes causes death, he added. 

Dr. Joron told physicians about a 
number of cases in which carbon 
tetrachloride has caused illness.

The March of Time... 


History Of Oakw 


ood Typical 


Of Changes Time Brings 
To Many Pioneer F Places 


Community once boasted six church 
denominations, now only one 


Now and again it js interesting 
to look backwarq@ into the affairs 
of a community to bring into per- 
spective the trend of developments, 
It is always surprising to leam that 
many of the small communities of 
today were thriving settlements in 
a dey since past peing virtually 
self-sufficient insofar as the es- 
sentials of pioneer life were 
concerned. 

The village of Oakwood provides 

a typical story of how some of these 
aa settlements have altered 
with the passage of time and a 
different way of life. “The Post” 
js indebted to Mrs, Arthur Tipling 
of Oakwood for the loan of a folder 
which tells in detail the fascinating 
story of this, one of Victoria 
County's oldest settlements in what 
‘ig still regarded as the finest agri- 
cuitural land in the district. Here 
is the story of the early life of this 
community as compiled by Mrs. P. 
H. Sproule: 

As on, would infer, our village 
was named Oakwood because of the 
abundance of oak trees growing in 
the locality. What a similarity there 
ig between the staunch rugged oaks 
and the lives of our pioneers! They 
braved the dangers and difficulties 
of establishing homes in the wild- 
erness and became so firmly planted 
in the soil that their work and 
influence spread about them. Many 
of the comforts and luxuries which 
We today enjoy are the results of 
their labours They blazed the trails; 
cleared the land upon which they 
pitilt their homes: founded the small 
industries which became the nucleus 
of our villages and towns. 

This generation has passed on 
and far too little of its history has 
peen preserved. For these recol- 
Jections of the past, we are greatly 
{ndebte@ to Mr- James) Taylor, a 
resident of the village: and to Mr. 
Elkanan Trethewey, a former resi- 
dent. 

Following the custom of the early | 
settlers, the community centre 
began near a body of water. So the 
first industry was erected at East 
Oakwood, then known as McLaugh- 
lin’s Creek, This was a grist and 
oatmeal) mill built by George Piper. 
After this buflding was burneq down 
by lightning, a butter and cheese 
factory was built by the community 
on the same ground while on the 
south cide of the road a tannery was 
started, Then followed a cooper 
shop, butcher shop and 4 brick 
and tile yard operated by James 
Welry and son, A woodwork and 
blacksmith shop was run by Mr.) 
Pearson and a second blacksmith’ 
shop on the porth side of the\road 
by George Martindale’s father. 
David McLaughlin began a furniture | 
factory where all the furniture was 
made by hand Several pieces of 
this funiture are still In use In 
one of our homes, the Dundas home 
at Taylor's Corners, A general 
gtore and Post Office was opened 
by Mr. McClory. Wm, Deury Mc- 
Laughlin completed the block at the 
creek. Hp was a farmer who later 
became a bus driver when the rail~ 
road .was built. At this time there 
was no railroad nearer than Lindsay 
and the mail and passengers were 
carried by horse-stage from Lindsay 
to Cannington In the morning and 
back again at night. Many thrilling 
experiences were encountered on 
these journeys over rough, bogey 
corduroy roads, through dense bush 
wherp wolves, bears and other wild 
animals still roamed,

very prominent man as a member 
of parliament This same stone 
house owned by Mr Frank Jackett:

blacksmith shop was built) by Jim 


Maunder. A wagon and sleigh shop 
was started by Oscar Wakely’s 
father, 


Now Mrs, J. F. Cunnings arrived on} 
the scene from England. He was 
a tailor by trade and became owner 
of two or three houses. He later 
moved these houses up to the pre- 
sent village site. The first building 
erected here was a hotel on the 
north-east corner, run by Thomas 
Mark, and across the road on the 
northwest corne, the first town hall 
was built, Three stoves were opened 
north of the corner by Archie 
Cameron Sr., Manuel Bowes and a 
Mr, Rilance. Later Mr. Cameron 
bought the present Cameron site on 
th, corner and moved his store 
there. 

In competition with Archie Cam- 
eron, Manuel Bowes decided to build 
on the south-east side of the corner. 
This was a store and Post Office foy 
many years and the same building 
today houses the Telephone Office. 
At one time part of the buliding was 
used for a telegraph office. Mr. 
Bowes as well as being storekeeper, 
engaged in various activities of the 
community. He bought and shipped 
livestock and was in the Council and 
finally Reeve of the township. He 
built a frame building where Thorn- 
dykes Service Station is now locateq 
and this was used for buying and 
storing grain until the railroad was 
built This building was struck by 
lighting and burned when Tom 
Jenkins was the storekeeper, 

At one time there were two 
blacksmith shops, one located near 
the present butcher shop and the 
other on the property occupied by 
Ed. Rodman These shops were 
| operated by Bob Oliffs and Char- 
les Silver, There were two harness 
shops. John King operated the one 
where Frank Ferguson is now lo- 
cateq and another was set up south 
of the corner. A butcher shop run 
by Charles Perrin was located across 
the street from the Davidson pro- 
perty. 

On the southwest corne; the first 
building was a hotel This was 
burned but was rebuilt about 1876 
by Ashbury, the west half of the 
bullaing being used ag a store. Some 
of the proprietors of this store were 
Butler, A. O. Hogg & Co,, Pascoe, 
Fred Coad, Art; Washington, Harry 
Deyman and Clinton Cann, The 
Cameron store was in turn occupied 
by WF. Webster, M Gilson, Frank 
Ferguson and now the grandson of 
the original owner. The hotel on 
the north-east corney was at one 
time managed by Banks and Bunker, 
The hotel and stables were burned 
early in 1900 and rebuilt as the 
Temperance House, and managed in 
tu’, by Walton, Tate Stewart and 
Osborne. At this time the library 
was kept In the building 

Ther, were two shoemakers one 
where Mark Hicks lives and an- 
other where Mrs G, Hardy's 
residence now stands. The two 
tailors were Peter Anderson and 
J. # Cunnings, Mr, Cunnings was 
a very prominent man; besides his 
tvade he was a local preacher, cholr- 
leader, Sunday School superintend- 
ent and became clerk and treasurer 
of the township and villag~ for many. 
yeals He may be best remembered 
as Postmaster when the Post Office 
Was on the property adjoining Mr, 
J, Irwin's, the house where he lived. 
He hecame ahe oldesy Postmaster tn 
the British Empire, reaching the age 
cf 102, 

When the first Town Hall pro- 
perly was bought for a store, the 
hous, where Mr. Hiram Brown 
lives was used as a hall for all jury 
cases and other purposes. In 1875 
the Hall was built, on the present 
sile with a government grant.

Later a frame school was bullt for

G. H. Hardy's property The Saved 
Army Barracks was south of the 
Town Hall, and Dunkerd, Sammy 
Dix's Church, was north-west of the 
village on the former King farm. 
In 1884 there was @ Church Union 
and the congregations worshipped 
logether in the Bible Christian 
Church until the present beautiful 
structure was erected in 1912 under 
the pastorale of Rev. Limbert. 

In 1856 a railway line was built 
trom Lindsay to Midland and Oak- 
wood station was six and one half 
miles of the corner, On the morning 
of August Ist., 1877, the first train 
came through from Whitby via Port, 
Petry to Lindsay Both Onkwood 
and Little Britaln were anxious to 
have the station, so the company 
decided to have it half way between 
the two villages. 

Oakwood was first made aq Police 
Village In 1905, the first trustees 
being Dr Chambers A. O, Hogg and 
James A. Thorndyke.

Scientists Favor Using 
Commercial Fertilizer 
On Hay Crop 

Scientists at the Federal 
perimental Farm at Ottawa say it 
{3 profitable to use commercial fer- 
tllzer on the hay crop 
They point out that the amount’ 
of fertilizer used will depeng on the 
nature of the soil and previous 
rreaiment of the land. Factors to 
be considered include soil texture, 
drainage, ime requirement and the 
availability of plant food constitu- 
ents. 
Scientists made 23 hay tests with 


cn soils ranging from sand to clay 
ioam, They concluded that appli- 
cations of nitrogen to the oat crop 
in rotation reduced yields of 
first year legume hay on all soll 
types, the average decrease was 227 
pounds of dry matter per acre 
Phosphorous treatments increased 
the hay yield, especially on the 
heavier textured soils Average in- 
crease for all tests was 468 pounds 
of dry matter per acre, 
Applications of potassium Increas- 
ed the hay yield, especially on the 
meavier textured soils, Average 
increase of dry matter per acre was 
85 pounds. 
Crop scientists advise farmers in- 


| terested in grain alone to apply 


x‘togen as well as phosphorus and 
potussium. But if the grain crop 
serves aS @ nurse cron for a legvme 
hay seeding a much lower level of 
nitrogen will be needed. The em- 
phasis then is on bhosphorus and 
potassium treatments.

DUPLICATION OF MEDICINES 

When we hear the term “chronic 
invalid", we often form a picture 
of a person whose beside table or 
medicine cabinet is crammed with 
medicine bottles and pill boxes.

Meyer in the Journal-Lancet. 
Patients with chronic illness fre- 
quently consume unnecessary 


amounts of medicine. In some in- 
stances, the side effects produced 
by overmedication, due to the dup- 
lication of preseriptious given the 
patient, are more serious than the 


-complaint for which he was being 


treated originally. | 

Patients disabled for long periods 
tend to consult many physicians 
with the meetings often occuring 
without the knowledge of the’ first 
doctor in attendance. Some pa- 
tients remain silent when asked the 
question of who referred them, | 
since they assume “their doctor” 
would feel insulted if he were to, 
learn that additional medical ad- 
vice had been sought. As a result, 
patients take a large vaviety of 
medicines and no one single phy- | 
sician is fully aware of the entire 
treatment program, 

Dr. Meyer pointed out that, un- 
Jess patients are otherwise instruct- — 
ed, they are, ag often at not, likely © 
to consume both old and newly 
prescribed medicines without ade- | 
quate medical supervision. In one 
sense this may represent careless- 
Ness on the part of a consultant 
when he fails to instruct a patient 
no medication other than whet he 
tnas prescribed, Moveoyer, cyen 
when only one physician Is in at- 
tendance, there is a tendency for 
him to change medications at vari- 
ous intervals in order to control the 
chronic illness, Unless the physi- 
cian particularily direrts a patient | 
to discontinue the old medicine in 
favor of the new, many patients 
will be confused about which to! 
continue and which to discontinue. 
Unfortunately, they may attempt 
to solve the problem by taking both. 
“In general, sufficient time should 
be allowed during an interview for | 
the attending physician to instruct 
the chronically ill patient regard- 
ing the type of medication pre- 
scribed. Certainly one of the obli- 
gations of an attending physician 
should be to protect patients

ARD OK’S MANY CHANGES AT FAIR, 


Te International Woodworkers 
of America announced here today 
that the Northern Casket Company 
Limited of Lindsay had rejected the 
majority award of a government- 
appointed Conciliation Board headed 
by Judge J. ©. Anderson of Belle- 
ville At the same time, the Union 
also announced that the employees 
had, in a secret ballot vote, au- 
thorized their executive to call a 
srike if the Company continued to 
refuse to implement the report. 

In a statement to “The Post to- 
day the union spokesman declared, 
quote: “The report of the Concili- 
ation Board climaxed over eight 
months of fruitless negotiation 
between the parties The majority: 
award signed by Judge J. C. An- 
cerson ang union nominee, Mr, G. 
Eamon Park, Legislative Director 
of the United Steelworkers of 
America of Toronto recommended 
a pay hike of 7 cents an hour, three 
cents of which was to be retroactive 
to March 15th Also included in the 
vecommendations of the majority 
award were the granting of an 
additional paid statutory holiday, 
plant-wide seniority and a guaran- 
tee of piece work rates.” 

Commenting on the majority a- 
ward, Martin Levinson, Represeuta- 
tive of the Union stated, “While 
the employees were far from satis- 
fied with the recommendations of 
the. report, We were prepared to 
| accept it in order to avert a strike. 
Considering the fact that the em- 
niovees have not received a wage 
increase in negotiations since De- 
cembey 1953, we felt we had been 
most reasonable in agreeing to abide 
by the recommendations, However, 
it appears that the Company is not 
prepsred to compromise on any 
reasonable basis.” 


Mr. Levinson also stated that 
wages in the company were gub- 
stantially below those prevailing in 
other organized plants in tie Uind- 
say area. He said that certaim mar- 
ried men in the plant were earning 
85c an hour. “The recommendation 
of the majority award that the 
minimum starting rave be 90c an 
hour indicates how far we are be- 
hind other organized workezs in 
Lindsay” said Mr, Levinson. 


“One of the main issues in the 
dispute,” declared the union rep 
representative, involves the question 
of seniority, that is the granting of 
preferences to older employees in 
cases of layoffs or promotions. Tne 
present agreement provides that 
seniority shall be on a department- 
al basis. Because there are only 17 
employees and eight departments 
the Union contends the seniority 
provisions are all but useless an 
asked for plant-wide seniority. 
granting the Union request the m 
jority award of the Conciliation 
Board said ‘.. there is very livle 
seniority protection for the em- 
ployees.’” 

Mr. H. BE. Richardson of Lindsay, 
Company nominee on the Concil- 
jation Board, who was the third 
member of the Board wrote a min~ 
ority report disagreeing with the 
majority recommendations on wag- 
es, seniority and union security. 


Mr. Levinson representative for 
the Union said that “a strike ap- 
pears imminent unless the Company 
alters its position,” 


Mr. Don Ferguson, speaking for 
the Company, said he would like to 
read the union statemen; before 
commenting. “The Post has ar- 
ranged fo meet wilh Mr, Ferguson 
and get his views.

Lighting the way into the past 
might well be the caption for 
this picture of Mr. Arthur 
Burridge who is shown above 
displaying a one candle power 
lantern, a relic of yeavs gone 
by. Of course no artificial 
light was needed when “The 
Post” visited Mr. and Mrs. 
Burridge’s museum at Pleas- 
ant Point for it was a beauti- 
ful spring afternoon but the 
old lantern and the handsome 
tea kettle held in Mr. Bur- 
ridge’s other hand proved to 
have a special appeal. The 
spinning wheel at the jeft was 
another of the many remind- 
ers of pioneer days in Canada 
which are assembled in the 
Century House museum, 


In Lindsay, as in every lakeland 
community of Ontario, any venture 
which attracts the tourist trade Is 
usually accordeg a cordial welcome. 
For this reason, as well as a number 
of others Lindsay folk are interest- 
ed in Century House, just eight 
miles north, at Pleusant Point on 
Sturgeon Lake. This is a combin- 
ation antique shop furniture- 
yefinishing workshop, and Canadian 
museum, which has for eight years 
now brought visitors from many 
parts of Canada anc the United 
States to this district. Tt is owned 
ang run by Mr. and Mrs_ Arthur 
Burridge, who turned theiy casual 
nobby of collecting Canadian 
pioneer relics, and studying their 
historic origin ang significance, into. 
a full-time business, which reaches 
its annual height in the summer 
months y 

‘Lhe family summer cottage, near 
the lake and surrounded by an ever- 
green woods, provided an ideal set- 
ting for the project when in 1948 
the Burridges decided to retire from 
active life in Hamilton Ontario, 
ang have fun doing what they liked 
doing best, That happened to be 
treasure-hunting for authentic 
ploneer-day furniture kitchen tools, 
houreholq and farm implements, 
children’s playthings and all the 
other necessities of settler life, then 
refinishing and repairing them and 
finding them a new home, where 
their beauty would be forever ap- 
preciated. 

Mrs. Burridge brought to the 
new partnership hey knowledge of 
antiques and her decorator's eye 
for beauty. She bad been for 
severa] years the president of the 
Hansilton Women’s Avt Association, 


a lecturer on Canadian art, a 
Gecirator, and a painter whose 
work, in oll never fatled to catch 


the eye of the art critics when 
she exhibited. Mr Burridge’s con- 
tribution was equally important: 
the skill In carpentry, another of 
his hobbies, and the strength of 
wuscle from his athletic past as a 
champion gymnast a football coach, 
anda director of university ath- 
levis, all this being yaluable in the 
heayy work of remodelling the cot- 


| tage into a spacious shop and new 


winterized home. In his workshop 
My, Burridge turns the worn and 
gyer-painted chairs, china cup- 
boards, tables and chests of early 
Pine into handsome, glowing furni- 
ture showing Its natural wood 
pleam For a man who had toured 
Canada lecturing on the Importance 
of recreation and the development 
of personal hobbles outside one’s 
vocation, Mr Burridge is a good 
illustration of his own teaching, 
Century House is now widely 
known both here and across the 
border. The Burridges exhibit year- 
ly “by Invitation only” at an 
exclusive Antiques Show in Toronto's

THE ORIOLES 

The oriole’s nest hangs high and the man of the 
family makes the end of June loud with song. Some say 
the oriole is not much of a songster, though nearly ev- 
erybody grants him a good yoice. But it’s difficult to 
rate the oriole song, for beyond a few basic notes com- 
mon to all orioles there is a vast variety of songs among 
them. Two orioles in the same tree will sing songs suf- 
ficiently different that each can be recognized. And 
anyone With even a moderately keen ear can recognize 
the characteristic calls of an individual oriole. No oriole 
has the range of notes or the scope of invention of, say, 
a catbird, but any oriole does very well for any attentive 
listener. 

The oriole’s high art, of course, is in nest-building. 
The oriole is a weaver and rigger of considerable skill. 
It isn’t the male, the singer, who does the weaving, 
though; it’s the female, who isn’t much of a singer. But, 
between them, any pair of orioles has an unusual sup- 
ply of talent. 

The whole oriole family is talented, but those we 
know best are the Baltimore orioles. And the name 
has nothing to do with the bird’s range; it breeds and 
nests over a large part of the United States, from Neva 
Scotia to Texas, from Montana to Georgia, and it wint- 
ers from Mexico south through Central America. The 
Baltimore part of the name comes only from the orange 
and black of the bird’s plumage, which were the tradi- 
tional family colors of Lord Baltimore. Wherever they 
live, the orioles are pleasant neighbors, full of song, col- 
orful and hungry for caterpillars and beetle grubs. Good 
companions, any way you judge them,

SOCIETY'S NEEDS 

Scarcely a week goes by without some person prom- 
inent in business, public affairs or education making 
gloomy note of the failure of the North American edu- 
cational system to produce the engineers and techni- 
cians needed in a technological society. This was the 
theme of the speech made at the recent meeting of the 
Canadian Manufacturer's Association by Crawford 
Gordon Jr., president of A. V. Roe Canada Limited. And 
instead of merely bewailing the situation, Mr. Gordon 
announced that in September his company would spon- 
sor a broad conference on scientific and engineering 
manpower. 

All too often, complaints about the inadequate 
numbers of engineers being graduated from North Am- 
erican schools are related to what is being done in Rus- 
sia. The Russian rate of graduation has no bearing on 
what is required in Canada or the United States. Simply 
to equal or surpass the Russian rate means nothing. 
The question to be answered is: are we producing en- 
ough properly trained minds to keep our society grow- 
ing in strength and vigor? Clearly we are not. There- 
fore an answer must be found to the next question: 
how can we solve this production problem? Politicians 
have ducked the query. Educationists have been fumbl- 
ing with it. 

Let us hope that more progress will be made at 
such conferences as that sponsored by Avro, because a 
solution must be found soon. 

It will be a pity, however, if the conference con- 
fines itself to the technical-requirements of society. The 
great need is not simply for engineers and scientists, 
but for many more men and women who can see beyond 
the machines, the bridges and the mechanical brains to 
the people for whose benefit these things are designed 
—for men and women of unquenchable intellectual cur- 
josity, whose imaginations have been disciplined but not 
: —Saturday Night.

Editorial 
NOW THAT SCHOOL'S ABOUT 
| TOEND FOR ANOTHER TERM 

Now that school is about to end for another term 
it will likely be quite in order to ask a question which 
was asked of us earlier in the season: “Why, after all ex- 
aminations haye been written, do our schools insist 
that pupils continue to attend until a specified date?” 

This question was put to us by a man who is in- 
terested in seeing people take their holidays at times 
other than during July and August which tends to over- 
crowd available summer accommodation and subse- 
quently increase the cost of having a holiday. Not only 
did this gentleman pose the question but he supplied the 
answer which, according to the best of his knowledge, 
“The schools continue to hold classes, even though 
final examinations have been completed, because the 
regulations affecting school grants are so drafted as to 
make them contingent upon days of school and attend- 
ance, 

It would appear that an inconsistency may exist 
here. If the schools are required to remain open for 
a specified period and maintain attendance in order to 
qualify for maximum educational grants, then some ad- 
justment of the examination schedule may be needed in 
order to avoid having a hopelessly bored lot of students 
hanging around the school for days after the exams. 

On the other hand if there are administvative and 
teaching problems which make it expedient to hold ex- 
aminations well in advance of the present specified 
school closing date, the provincial authorities might 
be well advised to readjust their requirements so that 
schools could close promptly once examinations and 
post examination formalities have been disposed of. 

Keeping pupils in schgol when there is nothing 
further to be studied in the way of new work must be ar- 
duous both for teachers and students. The teacher will 
be at wil’s end to know how to usefully employ the 
children’s time andthe children will be reluctant to sit 
around in a state of semr-inaction,

Magahay it is found the beginnings 
of the Baptist Chnrch in Lindsay 
were set in process on the 2nd of 
February, 1863 — 93 years ago — 
and meetings were held on Cam- 
bridge St South in a small brick 


building, afterwards used by the 
newspaper called the Victoria 
Warder. 


Meetings were later held in the 
Council Chambers and then the 
first Baptist Ghurecn was built on 
the north west corner of Wellington 
eng Sussex Streets The present 
church was later purchased and 
has housed the congregation ever 
since. 

The congregation now is com- 
prised of 75 families and less than 
200 members “It ic a remarkable 
congregation in that, although of 
smal! size, a budget of $20,000 has 
been set for this year, this including 
funds for the contemplated $10,000

We were inclined to agree that there mizhr 
be ways of applying the dust-layer which would reduce 
the messiness of the maneuver. 

Another perennial problem concerns the late date 
at which these applications are made. There is invar- 
iably a long period each year during which dirt road 
residents are plagued by dust before the relief is ap- 
plied. We believe that with adequate study of the 
situation many of the annoyances could be overcome.

RISING HOSPITAL COSTS 

In 1946 it cost general hospitals $9.39 a dav for 
short-term care of an average patient. By 1954 
cost had risen to $21.76, am increase of 132 per cent. 
the same period the Consumer Price Index increased 
only 37.6 per cent. The worst is yet to come. While 
the Consumer Index has been rising 0.5 per cent annn- 
the cost of caring for a patient in a hospital has 
been increased by 7 per cent annually. Here we have 
one of the most disturbing aspects of the unsolved prob- 
lem of providing medical care at a reasonable cost.

One by Ray HE. Brown, superintendent of the University 
of Chicago's clinics, appears in the journal of the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association; the other, by Harry Becker of 
the Bible Cross, was presented at the Middle Atlantic 
Hospital] Assembly. 


The two reports are in substantial agreement. Both 


stress some of the major difficulties that hospitals must 
overcome. Thus an industry can lower costs by me- 
chanizing its processes, but a hospital cannot. As med-

Wages and salaries can be offset in whole or in part by 
higher productivity. Hospitals have no such escape. 
No perfect solution of this problem has vet appear- 
ed. Dr. Lowell T. Coggeshall of the University of Chi- 
cago would establish “hospital hotels” for convalescents 
and other patients who could Jook after themselves. 
Mr. Becker would pay more attention to home care for 
patients who can be considered ambulatory. It is lis 
conviction that hospitals and communities will have to 
integrate their medical activities and interests if the cost 
of hospital care is to be kept within bounds. As it is, 
the public knows more about the administration and ec- 
onomics of the United States Steel Corporation than of a 
great voluntary hospital. —New York Times. 


INSECTS BY THE THOUSANDS 

A recent report from the Department of Agriculture 
in Ottawa listed 80,000 species of insects in Canada’s 
national insect collection. The report added that new 
species are being discovered each day. 

While many Canadians consider insects as both- 
ersome creatures of interest only to bug collectors. the 
fact is they pose a great economic problem to the nation. 
Admittedly, there are many useful insects which should 
be protected, but there is a vast number which cause 
incalulable damage to the country’s rural] economy. 

According to current statistics the annual loss in 
livestock and field crop production in Canada attributed 
directly to insects is in the neighborhood of $312,000, 
000. This sum is staggering indeed and undoubtedly 
would have been much greater had it not been for var- 
ious agricultural chemicals developed over the past few 
years. 

In 1951 in Alberta, for example, 296,000 acres of 
grasshopper-infested grain land were sprayed by in- 
secticides which saved a crop valued at $6,000,000. This 
was done at a cost of $50,000 and represents a return of 
120 to 1 on expenditures. Last year the prairie barley 
crop was rescued from destruction by a severe outbreak 
of barley aphids when a blitz-like aerial and ground 
counter-attack soaked the infested fields with chemical 
spray. 

These are not isolated cases and many more could 
be cited which suggests that if certain farmers choose to 
ignore the value of modern pesticides, annual farm loss- 
es Lo peste will continue to be in the millions of dollars.

SAFETY IN SUMMER 

Proper preparations for summer holidays can ef- 
fectively save lives, according to the All Canada Insur- 
ance Federation. 

Officials of the Federation, which represents more 
than 200 fire, casulty and automobile insurance com- 
panies said that half of all drownings occur in June, 
July and August and that the average cottage con- 
tains more fire hazards than most other locations. 

According to insurance experts, MOst summer 
tragedies are the fault of carelessness and inadequate 
Safety measures. They recommended the following 
precautions for the holiday season: X 

1) Adequate fire fighting equipment should be 
kept on hand at all vacation locations. 

2) Cottage chimneys should be thoroughly clean- 
ed at the beginning of the season, and equipped with 
Spark screens and reflectors. 

3) Floors and walls near heaters and stoves should 
be re-inforced with galvanized iron, concrete or brick- 
work. 

4) Pipes passing through partitions or walls should 
be fitted with metal guards or collars. 

5) Grass, brush and smal] trees near the cottage 
should be trimmed frequently. 

6) Clear out rubbish and inflammable materials 
from woodsheds and other outbuildings. 

7) Never leave oil lanterns on tables or floors: al- 
ways shut lanterns off when leaving cottage. 

8) Consult local health department for information 
on artificial respiration, water purification, garbage dis- 
posal and other safety measures. 

9) Never swim alone.

Election Looms 


Hint Three Men 
Will Enter Field 
On Nomination Day 


The possibility of a municipal election appears to 
be strengthening as the special mid-term nomination 
meeting grows nearer in Lindsay. 

A nomination meeting has been made necessary 
due to the death of Reeve Richard Butler as Town Coun- 
cil passed the half-way mark of its term of office. Two 
other members of council resigned when it was an- 
nounced that it was their privilege to do so when a new 
nomination meeting was already made necessary. 
These two members are Deputy-reeve Ada Greaves and 
Ald. Joseph Holtom. 

Reasons for believing that a municipal election 
will probably follow the nomination meeting are found 
in the fact that “The Post” has been reliably informed 
that three men are seriously considering running for 
office if they are nominated next Friday at noon. The 
three men are reported to be Messrs. Harry Peirce 
(former member of Council) Jack Gleeson and Roy Pol- 
ito, widely known Lindsay men. It has been suggested 
that Miss Greaves will seek the reeve’s chair and Mr. 
Holtom the deputy-reeveship. If an election does 
come there now is a possibility that all seats to be filled 
on Council will be contested, 

In conyersation with a number of businessmen in 
Lindsay during the past few days, ‘'The Post” has heard 
the opinion expressed that an election could well be a 
good thing. Another opinion heard in some quarters 
is that the injection of some young blood into Council's 
veins would be a good thing at this time of year.

There’s an Art to Splitting Cubes 


UPPOSE you have a cube of 

soft wood and wish to divide 
{t into elght individual cubes, It’s 
a simple matter to slice through 
twice from top to bottom and 
once from side to side to achieve 
this result, But not all problems 
Involving cubes are resolved 20 
easily, as demonstrated below. In 
these, painted surfaces make re- 
sults far more difficult to ascer- 
tain. William J, Baumgartner, 
the originator of these problema, 
suggests some pertinent rules 
which may help you develop a 
knack for solving them.

Lake Scugog has claimed its first drowning victim 


of 1955 summer season. 


Despite the galiant efforts of a 13-year-old Willow- 
dale boy to reach him in time, a Toronto father drowned 
in Lake Scugog just as his daughter was lifted to the 


safety of the rescut boat. 


It is believed the father was 


so exhausted from keeping his daughter afloat that he 
was too weak to reach out and grasp an oar extended by 
David Wood, the youthful rescuer, 


The boy was able to reach 10- 
year-old Barbara Propper of To- 
ronto with an oar which she grasped 
and was towed to the safety of the 
boat. Barbara's dad, Herbert Prop- 
ner turned when he failed to muster 
strength to reach the oar David 
Wood extended to pim and dis- 
apuesred below the surface. 

The twins had been paddling a 
canoe on the lake and the girl want- 
eq to join them Police said 
Propper, a good swimmer had often 
warned his children about danger 
in the water and small boats, He 
refused to allow the girl to join his 


sons but promised to take her 
himself, later. 
Police said the father and 


daughter set out from shore in 
the canoe After about 10 minutes 
it tipped and both were thrown 
into the water. The girl could not 
swim. 

Propper managed to reach his 
daughter ang keep her head above 
water. 


In an outboard motor boat nearby 
was David Wood, who was living 
with his parents at their summer 
cottage, He was Jooking at his 
father standing on the dock in front 
of their cottage. He said his 
fatber waved and then pointed. 
When the boy turned around he 
saw the man and gir! in the water. 


He reached them in minutes and 
pushed an oar out to them, Propper 
nelped his daughter hold the oar 
and watched as thie young boy 


pulled her into his boat 


David then pushed the oar to 
the man. It was at this moment 
the man sank 

Gn shore Propper’s son, Henry, 
saw the accident. He grabbed an 
inner tube and began to swim from 
shere. Before he had covered 
half the distance to his father 
and sister, the rescue had been 
completed,

“The situation is pretty good.”

unfilled. He said that the usual situ- 
ation is that all calls for labourers 
are filled quickly but that it now! 
takes two or three days. As au 
example, Mr, Brown said that there 
are two truck drivers and 8 or 10 
labourers needed which are as yet 
unfilled. “This situation hasn’t ar- 
isen since last summer,” said Mr 
Brown. \
